The 
bill agreed upon will bo reported at an 
early day to the Senate. According to 
thu best attainable information, it pro- 
vides for the resumption of specie pay- 
ment January 1,1879, for free banking 
and for the retiring of greenbacks to tho 
oxtent of eighty per cent, of the amount 
of the new national bank notes issued, 
and also requires $46,000,000 of frac- 
tional currency to ,be gradually with- 
drawn, and silver ooin.in denominations 
of from five to fitly cents, issued in its 
place.

thorized to uso the surplus of cjin in 
•the treasury on and after the day is fix- 
ed for the resumption ,to redeem legal 
tenders, audif necessary, to sell bonds 
for the same purpose if tho amount of 
specie is not sufficient.
